Tl)3 otlior dry wo puliliahed i\n Otlii- 
■wa telegram aiinouiiL'ing lliu dctoriiiiii- 
ation of Iho Dqmiuion aulhorioH to imike 
Beqnimalt tho final tormiuua of the 
Canadian Pacific Kailway^ intimating 
that^ should it bo foand impracticablo 
to cross tho Strait by moaQS oi q bridge, 
Tccourso would be hud to a stoaiu ferry. 
Thiit tologram oppears to havo thrown 
at loaat onoof oar up-rivor contcnipor« 
ariea (ye Quardiati) into a vory unhap- 
py oonditioD of mind, and has lod it to 
deoidSj^ Onoe lor allj thai tbo Railway 
maat notj will Dot> qrq not oomo to 
Esquimau. Oi ooorsej this deoision is 
very importanl — more important 
thBD the deoisioa of the Dominion Gov- 
etDOKDt to take tba Railway to EEqai<Qali; 
for IB not onr contemporary an aoknow- 
ledged aothortty upon railway matters? 
Did it not| in' 18611^ proclaim every man 
a fool \^bo vantared to snggest the 
pOBBibility ot the Canadian Paoilk 
EaUway ever being built ? Now, onr 
con temporary is equally positive that 
the railway will be built^but thatdt will 
not, CQunot bo carried to J^.-qaimalt; and 
it is good enough to etato tbo reasons 
for this belief for llio specml beuofil of 
those who may com pole for tlio work. 
One of thoso rea-ona la tu llic following 
effect;— "Whore laud constiiutoa tho chief 
elemoQt ot romnoecation for coostraotioD^ 
land will be Ihe first cooBideratioo. 
No'w^ if this proposition be acoopted as 
cotieot, it would be difBonlt lo conceive 
of a stronger roason for adopting tho 
route via Balo Inletj pasBing down 
throngh Vanooavor Island almost its 
entire length.
